Ammendments  from  the  floor 
deleted  a recommendation  that 
the  proposed  college  include  ad- 
visement of  students  who  have 
not  decided  on  a major,  and  a 
recommendation  that  it  have 
special  responsibility  for  further 
developing  the  general  educa 
tion  program  of  the  univer- ! 
sity. 


The  text  of  the  amended  res- 
olution follows: 

‘The  university  faculty  sup- 
ports the  action  of  the  adminis- 
tration in  the  recent  raising  of 
admissions  requirements.  On  the 
promise  that  in  the  long  run 
admissions  requirements  will  be 
raised  rather  than  lowered,  the 
faculty  recommedns  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  that  consideration  be 
given  to  the  establishment  of  an 
additional  college  to  provide  for 
the  needs  of  the  following  stu- 
dents: students  desiring  techni- 
cal and  semi-professional  train-, 
ing  not  presently  provided  in 
the  professional  schools;  stu-i 
dents  planning  only  two-year ' 
college  programs  whose  goals 


would  be  an  associate  degree. 

The  faculty  further  recom- 
mends that  such  college  be  so 
organized  that  in  general  it  will 
use  the  faculties  of  existing  col- 
leges and  should  carefully  av- 
oid setting  up  duplicating  or 
competing  programs  and  cours- 
es, have  academic  standards! 
consistent  with  those  of  the  un- 
iversity as  a whole  and  an  ac- 
ademic program  that  will  per- 
mit transfer  of  properly  evalu-  j 
a ted  credit  by  its  students  to| 
j other  colleges  of  the  university.”

Hits  Frisco 
WithCandy 


SAN  FRANCISCO.  (INS)— Pvt. 
William  S.  Girard  returned  to 
his  homeland  from  Japan  Mon- 
day and  received  a barrage  of 
boos  and  catcalls  as  he  stepped 
off  the  ship  that  carried  him  and 
his  Japanese  bride  across  the 
Pacific. 


The  22 -year-old  GI,  whose 
fatal  shooting  of  a Japanese  wo- 
man catapulted  him  into  the  in- 
ternational limelight,  refused  to 
talk  to  newsmen  who  awaited 
his  arrival  at  the  Fort  Mason 
Army  Pier  in  San  Francisco. 


He  angrily  charged  he  had 
been  ‘'crucified"  by  both  the 
American  and  the  Japanese 
press,  then  sped  away  with  his 
wife  Candy  in  a limousine  with 
the  intention  of  boarding  a train 
for  Chicago. 


Army  officers,  however,  or- 
dered that  he  be  intercepted,  and 
returned  to  Fort  Mason  for  a 
scheduled  news  conference,] 
whether  me  wanted  it  or  not.  j 

As  Girard  and  his  29-year-old 
wife  came  down  the  gangplank 
of  the  transport  Gen.  A.  E And- 
erson, boos  ana  catcalls  arose 
from  some  of  their  fellow-pass- 
engers aboard  the  ship  as  well 
as  from  some  servicemen  on  the 
pier. 

The  Ottawa,  111.,  soldier  re- 
torted angrily  with  shouts  of  his 
own. 

Observers  believed  the  booing 
may  have  been  .started  by  pass- 
sengers  among  the  978  military 
cmd  dependent  personnel  aboard 
the  Gen.  Anderson  because  of 
resentment  over  the  fact  Girard 
and  Candy  were  permitted  to 
disembark  a half  hour  before, 
the  others  were  allowed  to  go 
down  the  gangplank.
